ARTICLES 13 through 20: Finance Committee 
moved the deferral of all money articles until all 
collective bargaining agreements have been 
completed and reviewed by all appropriate 
officials and committees, to just before Article 11. 
Seconded. Motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 21 Selectman Conway moved to 
dismiss Article 21. Seconded. He explained this 
will come up in the Special Town Meeting, May 
16th. Finance Committee concurred. An 
explanation was requested. Mr. Conway 
explained that this article is the same as Article 3 
in the Special Town Meeting but one had been left 
out of the annual warrant, so all the articles on 
solid wate disposal will be in the Special Town 
Meeting on May 16th. 


A question was asked out of which fiscal year 
will the appropriations to pay for this come, the 
reply was “FY 85-86. The Town Counsel was 
requested to come forward and the question was 
repeated. Would funds be raised out of current 
year or next year’s funding? Atty. Owens replied 
that they should go into FY’85 but the tax rate is so 
far into the final figure stage that they will be 
funded out of FY’86.

It was 
stated that all these articles involve $50,000.00 
and should be postponed. Motion CARRIED. 
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ARTICLE 33 Moved and seconded that Article 
33 be the first order of business on Thursday, May 
9th. Finance Committee concurred. Motion 
CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 34 Moved and seconded to 
discontinue an extension of Jeffrey Road, 
between 22 Elizabeth Road and 24 Elizabeth 
Road, south easterly a distance of 100 feet to the 
end at astone wall along the south-east boundary 
of the Orchard Manor subdivision as shown ona 
plan on file with the Town Clerk and to retainasa 
drain and utility easement the above abandoned 
way. 


Finance Committee concurred. After slight 
discussion, the motion CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 35 Moved and seconded to 
discontinue Somerset Street between Brandon 
Street and Dyer Street as shown on a plan on file 
with the Town Clerk and retain as a drain and 
utility easement the above described section of 
Somerset Street. 


Finance Committee concurred. Motion 
CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 36 Moved and seconded to 
discontinue Larkspur Road from Bellflower Road 
to the end near the stone wall that is the westerly 
boundry of the Shore Acres subdivision, a length 
of 200 feet more or less as shown on a plan onfile 
with the Town Clerk, and retain as a drain and 
utility easement the above described section of 
Larkspur Road. 


Finance Committee concurred. Motion 
CARRIED unanimously. 


ARTICLE 37 Moved and seconded to 
discontinue Center Street between Pershing 
Street and Phiney Street as shown on a plan on 
file with the Town Clerk and retain as a drain and 
utility easement, the above described section of 
Center Street. 


Finance Committee did not recommend this 
motion. Discussion followed with Selectman 
Delorey giving an explanation. Discusstion 
continued. Chairman Micozzi questioned 
whether or not a drainage swale was on this 
property. Selectman Doyle checked the map and 
reported no swale was shown on the map.

Section 1. An early retirement incentive shall 
be paid to an employee who has 
completed at least fifteen (15) years 
service and intends to file for regular 
retirment. 

Section 2 The employee shall receive a 10% 


salary increase if retiring after age 
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60 but before age 62 and a 15% 
salary increase if retiring after age 
50 but before age 60. This increment 
shall be paid for his last 12 months of 
service. He should notify the 
Department in writing of his 
expected separation date. 

An employee who stays beyond the 
twelve (12) month period shall have 
his salary deducted at the same 
percentage rate that it was 
increased. 


An employee over the age of 60 shall have until 
July 31, 1985 in which to exercise this incentive 
option. 


PERSONAL LEAVE 


On completion of six (6) months 
permanent employment in the 
Town, employees shall be granted 
one (1) day’s personal leave each 
year for the purpose of conducting 
personal business which cannot be 
conducted outside of working 
hours. 


Effective July 1, 1985, a second 
personal day shall be granted at the 
discretion of the department head 
and must be requested forty eight 
(48) hours prior to leave being taken 
unless in an emergency situation.

a) Nursing Care, Hospital, Rehabilitation 
Center and Cemetery also including asanitarium, 
nursing home, rest home, convalescent home, 
hospital, rehabilitation hospital, clinic, nursing

5.8.4. ACCESSORY USES 


Accessory uses shall be permitted on the same lot 
with the principal use as detailed in Section 5.8.2. 
and Section 5.8.3, or a lot adjacent thereto in the 
exact same ownership and the same zoning 
district, provided such uses would not be 
obnoxious, hazardous, injurious or inconsistent 
with Section 5.0.3. with regard to the 
neighborhood or to property in the vicinity and 
subject in the following cases to the following 
provisions: 


a) In the Residential districts or for dwellings in 
the Neighborhood Business District, uses 
customarily incident to the principal uses 
permitted as of right shall be permitted as 
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accessory uses, including, but not limited to, 
structures such as a private garage, carport, 
playhouse, greenhouse and tool shed; 


b) In the Residential Districts or for dwellings in 
the Neighborhood Business District, aswimming 
pool, tennis court or similar home recreation 
facility shall be permitted, provided that such a 
facility is used only by the residents of the 
premises and their guests and such recreational 
facility conforms to the dimensional regulations 
in this By-Law; 


c) Inthe Residential District or for dwellingsin the 
Neighborhood Business District, the storage of 
one recreational trailer, home utility trailer, boat 
and one unregistered automobile shall be 
permitted, provided that such trailer, boat and 
vehicle is not stored within the front yard or the 
minimum side yards. The storage of more than 
one such trailer, boat and vehicle may be 
authorized by the SPGA by special permit. In the 
Neighborhood Business, General Business and 
Commercial Districts, the storage of unregistered 
motor vehicles may be authorized by the SPGA 
by special permit; 


d) In Residential Districts, garaging or parking for 
one commercial automobile shall be permitted, 
providing that the garaging and parking of more 
than one such vehicle(s) or truck may be 
authorized by the SPGA by special permit; 


e) In Residential District the renting of rooms and 
furnishing of table board for not more than three 
persons shall be permitted provided that the 
owner of record of the premises is the prime 
resident of the dwelling. Renting rooms and 
boarding for more than three persons may be 
authorized by the SPGA by special permit;

Or operated by a municipal, educational or 
religious Organization or private lodge or club 
may be used with the owner's permission for fairs, 
bazaars antique shows, or similar events.

Inspector of Buildings for successive six month 
periods up to two additional years, then by the 
SPGA by special permits; 


h) In all districts, except for the purposes 
specified in Massachusetts General Laws, 
Chapter 40A, Section 3, the use of a trailer or 
mobile home as a temporary dwelling for not 
more than seven days in any calendar year shall 
be permitted but such use of a trailer or mobile 
home for more than seven days may be 
authorized by the SPGA by special permit subject 
to a reasonable time limit; 


i) In Neighborhood Business and General 
Business Districts, and at any farmstand or 
greenhouse permitted under Section 5.8.2.9 and 
Section 5.8.2.h. the sale of Christmas trees shall 
be permitted during the months of November and 
December; 


j) In all districts, except the Commercial District, 
no lot or parcel of land shall be used for the 
purpose of unenclosed storage of building 
equipment or supplies ancillary to building, 
except when a building permit has been issued 
for said lot or parcel. All such equipment and 
materials shall be removed ninety days after 
completion of work for which the building permit 
was issued; 


k) In Residential Districts, the sale of farm 
products raised outside of the Town, or towns 
contiguous to the town are permitted if such sales 
are secondary to the operation of the farmstand 
permitted in Section 5.8.2.h; 


1) The SPGA by special permit may authorize 
uses, whether or not on the same parcel as 
activities permitted as a principal use which 
activities are necessary in connection with 
scientific research or scientific development or 
related production, provided that the SPGA finds 
that the proposed accessory use does not 
substantially derogate from the public good and 
are consistent with Section 5.0.3; 


m) In Residential Districts, an In-Law apartment 
may be authorized by the SPGA by special permit 
for an accessory use to a dwelling consisting of 
separate living quarters in the same building as 
the principle use dwelling with occupancy of no 
more than two related elderly persons, with 
sufficient off-street parking and the building must 
retain its characteristically one family 


appearance, and provided further that such 
accessory use shall cease forthwith upon the 
premises being vacated by the aforementioned 
elderly persons; 


n) In Residential Districts, up to two lawn or 
garage sales per calendar year may be 
undertaken for a period of one day each, upon 
issuance of a permit by the Board of Selectmen’s 
office. 


SECTION 6 
A) Change Section 6 from: 


6 EARTH MATERIALS REMOVAL 

6.1.1 The removal of more than 1000 cubic 
yards of sod, loam, soil, clay, sand, peat, gravel or 
stone from any land in the Town of Billerica notin 
public use is hereby prohibited except such 
removal as may be authorized in any zoning 
district by a permit issued by the Board of 
Appeals and except such removal as is permitted 
by paragraph 2 of this section. No such permit 
shall be issued except upon written application 
thereof filed with the Board of Appeal and after a 
public hearing by such Board thereon. Such 
application shall include a diagram to scale anda 
statement of the ownership and boundaries of the 
land for which such permit is sought, the names 
of all adjoining owners as found in the most 
recent tax list and the approximate locations of 
existing public or private ways nearest such land. 
Notice of said public hearing shall be given by 
publication in the newspaper of general 
circulation in Billerica (14) days at least before 
the date of such hearing. 


6.1.2 A copy of any permit granted by the 
Board of Appeal, stating all of the conditions 
imposed if any, including but not limited to 
limitation of such removal in (a) extent of time, 
(b) area and depth of excavation, (c) steepness of 
slopes excavated, (d) distance between edge of 
excavation and neighboring properties or ways, 
(e) temporary or permanent drainage, (f) the 
posting of security or bond, (g) the replacement 
of not less than six inches of topsoil over the 
whole area from which earth materials are 
removed where the location of such removal is 
afterward to become a residential subdivision, or, 
(h) in the case of continuing sand or gravel pit 
operations in one general locus, recovering the 
finished cut banks with a minimum of fourinches 
of topsoil, or a copy of the denial by the Board of 
Appeal of any application forsuch permit, stating 
the reasons for such denial, shall be filed by the 
Board of Appeal in the office of the Town Clerk 
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and notice of the action of the Board of Appeal on 
any such application shall be mailed forthwith by 
the Board to the parties in interest. 


6.2. This regulation shall be deemed not to 
prohibit the removal of less than 1000 cubic yards 
of such sod, loam, clay, sand, peat, gravel or 
stone as may be required to be excavated for the 
purposes of construction foundations for 
buildings or other allowable structures for which 
building permits have been issued, or for the 
purpose of construction ways in accordance with 
lines and grades approved by the Board of 
Appeals or for the purpose of construction 
utilities or other enginnering works for public 
service. Nor shall this regulation be deemed to 
prohibit the transferral of sod, loam, soil, clay 
sand, gravel or stone from one part of a lot, tract 
or parcel of land to another part of the same lot, 
tract or parcel of land in the same ownership. 


6.3 This regulation shall further be deemed 
not to prohibit the removal of the above specified 
earth materials by any person, firm or corporation 
who on the effective date of this regulation shall 
be lawfully engaged in the business of dealing in 
or with such materials, or shall be a party to an 
agreement for the removal of any thereof, and 
who shall, within thirty days after such effective 
date, apply to the Board of Appeal for a permit for 
such removal, provided that the period within 
which such removal may be carried on under this 
paragraph shall end on the date of formal action 
by the Board on such application or, if no such 
application be filed, on the thirtieth day after the 
effective date of this regulation, and provided 
further that a permit requested under this 
paragraph shall not be denied and shall not 
require a public hearing when the removal carried 
on is shown to be lawful. 


to the following new Section 6: 


6. EARTH MIGRATION, SLOPES, WALLS 
and FENCING 


6.1 EARTH MIGRATION 


6.1.1 Earth migration on land not in public 
use is hereby prohibited except: 


a) such earth migration per lot with a building 
permit issued by the building inspector of up to 
five hundred cubic yards, or thirty truckloads, 
whichever is smaller or 


b) such earth migration per lot may be authorized 
in any zoning district by a special permit issued 


by the SPGA for quantities in excess of five 
hundred cubic yards or thirty truckloads, 
whichever is smaller. 


6.2.1. This regulation shall be deemed not to 
prohibit earth migration: 


a) as may be required to be excavated for the 
purpose of construction foundations for 
buildings or other allowable structures for which 
building permits have been issued in accordance 
with Section 6.1.1, in which case no earth 
migration shall occur before the foundation is 
completed, or 


b) for the purpose of construction of ways in 
accordance with lines and grades approved by 
the SPGA or for the purpose of constructing 
utilities or other engineering works for public 
service. 


6.2.2. The Inspector of Buildings or the SPGA 
is empowered to issue regulations for earth 
migration in the public interest with the health, 
safety and public welfare in mind, and that of 
abutters and abutters to abutters. 


6.2.3 Buildings permits and special permits 
for earth migration shall not be issued for periods 
exceeding one year in duration, are not 
transferrable, are revokable by the permit 
granting authority upon any violation of the 
permit stipulation and must include a complete 
plot plan and proposal filed with the Chief of 
Police, Inspector of Buildings and SPGA 
showing: 


a) The materials that will be migrated, the area 
and depth of the proposed earth migration 
identified on a two foot contour map for each lot 
in the Town that is effected, the location of all 
existing streets, easements and rights of way, the 
source and destination of the earth migration 
materials, the amount of materials to be moved in 
cubic yards and number of truckloads, the 
purpose in detail of why the earth migration is 
required, the times during the day between 8 AM 
and 6 PM, Monday through Friday excluding 
holidays that the earth migration will be 
undertaken, and 


b) the truck(s) to be used for transport of the earth 
migration by registration number, type, etc. and 
the routes to be traveled, the road cleaning plans 
of any spillage, the responsible person for 
remedying spillages with an address and 
telephone number, and 
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Cc) the on-going site treatment plan for the control 
of dust and mud. 


6.2.4 The permit granting authority may also 
require financial security, particularly if the 
responsible person, hauler or landowner has 
failed to faithfully perform earth migration 
activities within the prior twenty four months of 
the issuance of an earth migration permit. 


6.2.5 After the permitted earth migration is 
completed, all disturbed surfaces, except parking 
lots and building areas, must be covered with six 
inches of packed loam and vegetation planted on 
the surfaces to insure the integrity of the new 
surface as a requirement for an occupancy 
permit. 


6.3 This regulation shall further be deemed 
not to prohibit earth migration by any person, 
firm or corporation who on the effective date of 
this regulation shall -be lawfully engaged in the 
business of dealing in or with such materials, or 
shall be a party to an agreement for earth 
migration, and who shall, within thirty days after 
such effective date, apply to the SPGA for a 
permit for such earth migration provided that the 
period within which such earth migration may be 
carried on under this paragraph shall end on the 
date of formal action by the SPGA on such 
application or, if no such application be filed, on 
the thirtieth day after the effective date of this 
regulation, and provided further that a permit 
requested under this paragraph shall not be 
denied and shall not require a public hearing 
when the earth migration carried on is shown to 
be lawful. 


6.4 SLOPES 


6.4.1 The creation or construction of slopes 
in excess of thirty degrees (a one foot rise per two 
feet of run otherwise known as a 2:1 slopeorasix 
pitch) and five feet in height will require a special 
permit issued by the SPGA with evidence that 
those slopes will be created or constructed in the 
public interest to preserve the health, safety and 
welfare of the abutters, abutters to abutters and 
the public, all others are prohibited. 


6.4.2. All slopes, in excess of thirty degrees, 
resulting from the creation or construction of any 
structurally significant retaining wall, barrier, and 
the like, designed to support a parking area, 
driveway, road, or other vehicular purpose, will 
be defined as a structure, and part of any building 
on the same lot for the purpose of this section, 
and thus be subject to the usual structure or 


building front, side and rear setback 


requirements contained in Section 7 and the | 


dimensional controls detailed in Section 10 of 
this By-Law. 


6.4.3 The height of such wall, barrier and the — 


like in Section 6.4.2. must be included in the 
calculation of building heights, according to 
Section 9 of this by-law, in determining the 
allowable heights of other buildings or structures 
constructed on the same lot of such building or 
structure. 


6.5 FENCING 


6.5.1 All fences, walls, barriers and the like, 
which exceed six feet in height will require a 
building permit. 


6.5.2 All fences, walls, barriers, buildings, 
structures and the like that are constructed with 
exposed barbed wire, razor wire, broken glass 
and similar materials will require a special permit 
by the SPGA. 


6.6 SPGA DESIGNATION 


6.6.1 The Special Permit Granting Authority 
(SPGA) for Section 6 is the Board of Appeal. 


SECTIONS 7 and 8 


A) Rename Section 7, “YARD SPACES IN 
RESIDENTIAL DISTRICTS” as “YARD SPACES 
and GREEN AREAS” renumber the first 
paragraph in Section 7 as Section 7.1; add 
Section 8.1, “YARD SPACES IN BUSINESS AND 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS” to Section 7 as 
Section 7.2, “YARD SPACES in BUSINESS 
DISTRICTS”; add Section 8.2.1 and Section 8.2.2 
to Section 7 as Sections 7.3.1 and Section 7.3.2 
and label Section 7.3 as “YARD SPACES in 
INDUSTRIAL DISTRICTS”; and delete Section 8 
entirely. This will consolidate yard space 
regulations into one section. 


B) Change the first thirteen words in Section 7.2 
from:

C) Change the first sixteen words in Section 7.3 
from:

7.3.1. In Industrial Districts, except within the 
interior of an Industrial Park ... (the remainder 
unchanged). 


to the following twenty-nine words: 


7.3 YARD SPACE in INDUSTRIAL 
DISTRICTS 


7.3.1. In Industrial Districts, except in 
Industrial Park Districts or within the interior of 
an Industrial Park created by the Planning Board 
under subdivision control, ... (the remainder 
unchangedq). 


D) Change the two occurrences of the words 
“Industrial Park” in Section 7.3.2 to the words 
“Industrial Park Districts and Industrial Park” 


E) Add the following to Section 7 as Section 7.4 
and Section 7.5: 


7.4 GREEN STRIPS 


7.4.1. In all districts, except residential 
districts, at least a ten foot green strip, except for 
curb cuts as stipulated in Section 23, consisting 
of planted or natural vegetation will be required 
and maintained as such along the entire 
perimeter of each lot and no less than eighty 
percent of the entire perimeter of each building in 
order to insure the objectives of Section 5.0.3, 
and this green strip shall not be subject to motor 
vehicle travel or motor vehicle parking of any sort. 


7.5 GREEN SPACE 


7.5.1. In all districts, except residential 
districts, each lot, or that portion of the lotin the 
above districts, shall set aside twenty five percent 
of its area as a green space which cannot be used 
for driveways, roadways, parking areas, paved 
areas or for vehicular travel of any sort. 


SECTION 9 


A) Change the first four words in Section 9.3 
from:

C) Add the following to Section 9 as Section 9.6: 


9.6 WALLS, BARRIERS and RETAINING 
STRUCTURES 


9.6.1 The caluculation of all building and 
structure heights will additionally include the 
height of any walls, barriers, retaining structures 
and the like, as stipulated by Section 6 of this by- 
law; this Section is designed to offset any gainsin 
the maximum allowable building heights offered 
by building retaining walls adjacent to other 
buildings or structures constructed on the same 
lot of such wall, barrier, retaining structure or the 
like. 


SECTION 10 


A) Change the first nine words in Section 10.5 
from:

to the following seven words:

B) In order to establish the dimensional 
requirements for Industrial Park Districts and 
modify the dimensional requirements of the 
existing Industrial District, change the first 
sentence in Section 10.6 from: 


10.6 In Industrial Districts forty-five 
thousand (45,000) square feet minimum area per 
lot and not less than one hundred and fifty (150) 
feet minimum street frontage width per lot shall 
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be required, and not more than fifty (50) percent 
of the total area of any such lot shall be covered 
by any building(s)...(remainder unchanged). 


to the following: 


10.6 In Industrial Districts and Industrial Park 
Districts sixty thousand square feet minimum 
area per lot and not less than one hundred and 
fifty feet minimum street frontage wideth per lot 
shall be required, and not more than fifty percent 
of the total area of any such lot shall be covered 
by any building or structure, and in Industrial 
Park Districts four acres minimum area per lot 
and not less than one hundred and fifty feet 
minimum street frontage width per lot shall be 
required, and not more than fifty percent of the 
total area of any such lot shall be covered by any 
building or structure...(remainder unchanged).

24.4.4.d. In Industrial Districts, one Free 
Standing Landscaped Sign is permitted provided 
that: 


1) The sign structure is not more than five 
feet above the mean finished grade and six feet 
wide; 


2) The sign display surface is not more than 
twelve square feet; 


3) The sign is nota billboard or non-acessory 
sign; 


4) All wall signs, projecting signs, window 
signs and roof signs, except directory signs 
stipulated in Section 24.4.1.e and traffic flow 
signs stipulated in Section 24.4.6, are prohibited; 


5) The sign structure is of a brick or masonry 
construction, complete with an adequate footing; 


6) The area around the sign is populated with 
at least six well maintained evergreen shrubs that 
hide the entire base of the sign; 
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7) The sign is set back at least ten feet from 
any street, lot line, driveway, walk or parking area 
surface. 


E) Add the following to Section 24 as Section 
24.4.6: 


24.4.6. TRAFFIC FLOW SIGNS 


Signs directing traffic flow, except standard 
traffic control signs recommended by the Chief of 
Police such as stop, one-way, yield, merge and

SECTION 26 


A) Add a new Section to the Zoning By-Law as 
follows: 


26 ARCHITECTURAL REQUIREMENTS 


26.1. In all districts that the name of the 
district has the word COLONIAL in its title, the 
following architectural characteristics shall apply 
to all construction, reconstruction and expansion 
of buildings in those district: 


26.1.1 Atl buildings shall be constructed with 
a roof pitch of five or greater steepness (i.e. five 
inches of rise per twelve inches of run minimum) 
with all flat roofs, pitches of three or less, and 
unbroken single roof surfaces in excess of eight 
hundred square feet being prohibited; 


26.1.2 All exterior walls shall be of brick, 
wooden clapboard, wooden cedar shingle, 
wooden barnboard and batten construction or 
well maintained aluminum or vinyl materials 
which appear to be the foregoing wooden 
materials; 


26.1.3. All windows must be of colonial 
multipane or multipane appearing design, such 
as twelve over twelve, eight over twelve, six over 
six, etc. with no fewer than four panes per window 
and no single window may exceed thirty five 
square feet in area.; 


26.1.4 Each lot shall have one tree, not 
including poplars, with an expected height of 
greater than twenty five feet in a ten year period, 
per two thousand square feet of lot area. 


B) In order to affect the intent of this section, 
replace all occurrences, in the Billerica Zoning 
By-Law, on the Billerica Zoning Map and in this 


amendment, of the term ‘“‘Neighborhood 
Business” with ‘“‘Neighborhood Colonial 
Business” and all occurrences of the term 


“General Business” with “Colonial Business”. 
or act in relation thereto.

ARTICLE 22 To see if the Town will vote to 
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amend the Billerica Zoning By-Law by adding a 
new subsection number 12 to Section 5to read as 
follows: 


12.1 Purpose-The purpose of the Planned 
Residential Community District is to allow 
residential development which encourages: 1) 
the preservation of significant land and water 
resources and natural areas in the Town; 2) the 
preservation of significant historic or 
archeological resources and areas; 3) the 
maintenance of the town’s single-family 
residential character through the use of single- 
family attached dwellings thereby encouraging a 
greater mixture of housing types, more energy 
efficient and cost effective residential 
development; and 4) the development of land in 
harmony with its natural features, the existing 
and probable future use of adjacent land, and the 
general intent of the Zoning Bylaw. 


12.2Planned Residential Community Standards: 

12.2.1 Lot area, frontage, and yard 
requirements.- Except as provided herein, there 
shall be no minimum lot area, frontage, or yard 
requirements within a Planned Residential 
Community; provided, however, the Planning 
Board may through its site plan approval impose 
appropriate conditions on the location of 
buildings and structures. In any case, no 
residential building shall be located within 30 feet 
of a public way, private way, common drive or 
parking area (except for a driveway directly 
connected to and serving a garage attached toa 
residential building), or within 30 feet of the 


boundary line of the Planned Residential 
Community, and the distance between 
residential buildings within the Planned 


Residential Community shall be 30 feet or more. 


12.2.2. Number of Dwelling Units - where the 
Planned Residential Community isin compliance 
with Section 12.2.6, the maximum number of 
dwelling units permitted shall be the number 
obtained by multiplying the total area of the 
Planned Residential Community tract including 
the open space by three. 


12.2.3. Building Requirements - No dwelling 
unit shall be located over any other dwelling unit. 
There shall be no more than three dwelling units, 
plus one garage space per dwelling unit, in any 
residential building. The overall length of any 
residential building, including attached garage 
spaces, shall not exceed 120 feet. 


12.2.4. Street and Utilities - Whether or not 
the Planned Residential Community is a 


subdivision, all streets whether public or private, 
sewage, drainage facilities and utilities shall be 
designed and constructed in compliance with the 
Town of Billerica Subdivision Rules and 
Regulations, as amended. 


12.2.5 Parking Requirements - Each dwelling 
unit shall have a minimum of two parking spaces. 


12.2.6. Minimum open space - The minimum 
open space shall be not less than 50% of the total 
area of the Planned Residential Community. For 
the purposes of this section, “open space” shall 
include all land devoted to conservation, 
recreation or park purposes but shall not include 
land devoted to roads, central sewage facilities, 
or land appurtenant to and devoted to the 
exclusive use of individual residential units. 


12.2.6.1. Use, Location and Area of Open 
Space - Open space shall be used for 
conservation, recreation Or park purposes, as 
shown on plans approved by the Planning Board 
pursuant to Subsection 12.4; and shall be in one 
or more parcels, the size, shape and location of 
which shall be appropriate for its intended use. 
The open space shall remain unbuilt, provided 
that a maximum of 5% of such land may be 
devoted to paved areas or structures accessory to 
active or passive recreation, and provided further 
that the open space may be subject to easements 
for the construction, maintenance, and repair of 
utility and drainage facilities serving the Planned 
Residential Community or adjacent parcels. 


12.2.6.2. Ownership of Open Space - the 
open space shall be conveyed in whole or in part 
to the Town of Billerica, or to a nonproft 
organization, the principal purpose of which is 
the conservation of open space, or to a 
corporation or trust owned or to be owned by the 
owners of the dwelling units within the Planned 
Residential Community development, for 
conservation, recreation or park purposes. If any 
portion of the open space is not conveyed to the 
Town of Billerica, a restriction, approved by the 
Planning Board, shall be imposed on the use of 
such land, enforceable by the Town of Billerica, 
providing in substance that the land be kept in its 
open or natural state and not built upon or 
developed except in accordance with provisions 
of Section 12.2.6.1. The proposed ownership of 
all open space shall be shown on the plans as 
approved by the Planning Board pursuant to 
SubSection 12.4. At the time of its conveyance, 
the open space shall be free of allencumbrances, 
mortgages or other claims except as to 
easements, restrictions and encumbrances 
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required or permitted by this bylaw. 


12.2.6.3 Access to Open Space - Access from 
a way, Suitable in the opinion of the Planning 
Board, shall be provided to every parcel of open 
space. 


12.3 Subdivision of Land No land for which has 
been rezoned to the Planned Residential 
Community District shall be further subdivided 
nor shall the area of such land be reduced. Any 
said land which is subdivided or which has its 
land area reduced shall forfeit all rights to 
construct the Planned Residential Community 
development and the land shall be subject to all of 
the use dimensional and other development 
regulations applicable to said land immediately 
prior to the rezoning of the land to the Planned 
Residential Community District. 


12.4 Proposal For Rezoning - Any person who 
desires to have a tract of land rezoned to the 
Planned Residential Community District shall 
first obtain site plan approval by the Planning 
Board for a Planned Residential Community 
development. 


12.4.1. Application - Application for site plan 
approval by the Planning Board for a Planned 
Residential Community shall be made in 
accordance with the Rules and Regulations for 
Site Plan Approval in effect at the time of 
application. The Planning Board shall have the 
authority to require any applicant to submit 
information which is not required by such Rules 
and Regulation if, in its opinion, the Planning 
Board deems such information necessary to 
properly evaluate the development proposal. 


12.4.2 Conditions of Approval - As a 
condition of approval, the Planning Board may 
require such changes in the proposed 
development plans and may impose such 
conditions and safeguards as it deems necessary 
to secure the objectives of this by-law; to protect 
the health, safety and welfare of the inhabitants of 
the neighborhood and of the Town of Billerica; 
and to assure that any Planned Residential 
Community receiving site plan approval shall be 
constructed in accordance (with) the plans and 
other information upon which the Board based its 
approval. 


12.4.3. Decision of the Board - The Planning 
Board in granting site plan approval shall assure: 


12.4.3.1 That the development plans for the 
Planned Residential Community are consistent 


with the purposes of this section and with the 
purpose and intent of the Zoning Bylaw. 


12.4.3.2. That the development plans comply 
with the requirements of the Rules and 
Regulations for Site Plan Approval in effect at the 
time of application and where applicable , the 
construction and design standards of 
Billerica Subdivision Rules and Regulations. 


12.5 Change in Plans After Grant or Town 
Meeting Rezoning - No change in the number of 
dwelling units: maximum number of bedrooms; 
minimum amount, use and ownership of open 
space shall be allowed after the land is rezoned to 
the Planned Residential Community District. The 
Planning Board may allow changes to the plans 
approved under Subsection 12.4 above, where it 
finds that such change is minor in nature, is 
necessary to further sound construction of the 
development, and is necessitated by soil or other 
natural characteristics of the site. 


12.6 Permitted Uses and Dimensional 
Regulations where the Planned Residential 
Community is not constructed.-In the case where 
site plan approval has been granted by the 
Planning Board for a Planned Residential 
Community and construction has not begun 
within two years of the date when the Town 
Meeting rezoned the parcel in question to the 
Planned Residential Community District, any and 
all rights granted herein to construct the Planned 
Residential Community development shall expire 
and be without force or effect and the uses 
permitted and the dimensional and other 
development regulations applicable to the land 
immediately prior to the rezoning of the land to 
the Planned Residential Community District shall 
apply; or act in relation thereto.

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ANNUAL FALL TOWN MEETING 
October 1, 1985 
Marshall Middle School 


Prior to opening of Town Meeting, a caucus 
was held for Precinct 6. Joseph M. Sanroma of 97 
Nashua Road was elected a Town Meeting 
Member and was sworn in by Assistant Town 
Clerk, Shirley E. Schult. 


The following tellers were appointed and 
sworn in by the Town Clerk, Myrtie D. Smith; 
Marie M. Kyricos, Glenn D. Smith, and Gordon 
Brainerd, Jr. 


The Moderator, William Greene, Jr. called for 
a quorum count. With 122 Town Meeting 
Members in attendance, the meeting was called 
to order at 7:35 P.M. 


Moved and seconded that Articles 22 and 23 
be the first and second order of business on 
October 8th to give opponents and proponents a 
chance to speak on these articles. After slight 
discussion the motion LOST. 


The Moderator stated that the first order of 
business was the invocation to be given by 
Thomas Kilday, Eucharistic Minister of St. 
Theresa’s parish. 


School Supt. Dr. Calabrese introduced the 
Billerica Memorial High School Chorus, directed 
by the new Choir Director, Dennis Pita, and spoke 
of the changes in the Music Department upon the 
retirement of Elizabeth Johnson. Paul Coxis now 
the Musical Coordinator for the School 
Department. 


The High School Chorus’ first number was 
“The Star Spangled Banner” under the direction 
of Dennis Pita with Mrs. Susan Robertson at the 
piano. After the National Anthem, the Moderator 
asked for a moment of silence in rememberance 
of John Flaherty, a Precinct Worker for town 
elections from 1934 to 1980. 


Following this, the chorus rendered another 
selection entitled ‘Thank You For the Music” with 
Jennifer Blair solosit. Town Meeting Members 
applauded their music with a standing ovation.

Moved and seconded to amend the Zoning 
By-Laws and Zoning Map of the Town by 
rezoning from Rural Residential District to a 
General Business District the whole or any part of 
land owned by the Billerica Irish American Social 
Club, Inc. located on the Middlesex Turnpike, 
bounded and described as written in the warrant. 


The report of the Planning Board was read 
by the Chairman, Lawrence Norman on the 
public hearing held on September 30, 1985. With 
five members present, the vote was four (4) 
members in favor, zero (0) Opposed, and one 
abstention. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Attorney Dangora was allowed forward to 
explain this article. Slight discussion followed. 
Moved and seconded to cut off debate. The 
Moderator was in doubt and requested a rising 
vote. With 158 voting in the affirmative and but 10 
in the negative, the motion CARRIED to cut off 
debate. 


A rising vote on the main motion was 
requested by the Deputy Moderator. With 174 
voting in the affirmative and 8 voting in the 
negative, the motion CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
28. Motion LOST. 


Moderator Greene resumed the chair. 


Finance Committee Chairman moved that 
the order of business for the remainder of the 
meeting will be continued in the order of the 
warrant for the Fall Town Meeting. Seconded.

ARTICLE 7 Selectman Brainerd moved to raise 
and appropriate $39,000.00 for the purchase and 
installation of water meters. Finance Committee 
concurred. Discussion followed with D.P.W. 
Supt. Rider explaining that $9,000.00 was for 
repairman’s salary and $30,000.00 was for 
purchasing meters to install and parts to repair 
other meters. They anticipate purchasing about 
500 meters; about 600 homes are without meters. 
Possibly 5,000 meters will be repaired. 
Discussion continued at some length, when the 
previous question was moved and so voted by a 
rising vote of 166 in the affirmative and but 6in the 
negative. 


The main motion to raise and appropriate 
$39,000.00 was CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 8 Moved and seconded to dismiss 
Article 8. Finance Committee concurred Motion. 
CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 7 Moved and seconded to reconsider 
Article 7. The moderator requested a rising vote. 
With only 9 voting in the affirmative and 123 
voting in the negative, the motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 9 Moved and seconded to dismiss 
Article 9. Finance Committee concurred. The 
motion CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 10 Chairman Casey of the School 
Committee moved to transfer $893,123.00 from 
free cash to fund the Collective Bargaining 
agreements between the School Committee and 


the Billerica Federation of Teachers and the 
Billerica Administrators Group. Seconded. 
Finance Committee concurred. Supt. Calabrese 
came forward to speak on this article. 


The main motion as stated was CARRIED 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 11 Chairman Casey moved to have 
the Town acceptthe local option provisions of the 
Public School Improvement Act of 1985 enacted 
by the Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. Seconded. Finance Committee 
concurred. 


Finance Committee member Ron Balboni 
gave a minority report and moved to amend 
Article 11 to accept any or all of the following 
three local option provisons of the,Public School 
Improvement Act of 1985 enacted by the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts: 


1. Minimum Teachers Salary Grant 
2. Professional Development Fund 
3. Equal Education Opportunity Grant 


Seconded. 


Dr. Calabrese, School Superintendent, was 
allowed to come forward to explain the Act and 
the three options. 


Discussion followed at some length. The 
previous question was moved and so voted, witha 
rising vote of 163 voting in the affirmative and but 
two in the negative, The motion to amend as 
stated by R. Balboni was LOST. The main motion 
as presented was CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 11. 
Motion LOST unanimously. 


ARTICLE 12 Chairman Micozzi moved Article 
12 as printed in the warrant, and adding at the end 
of the first line, after the word “to”--“conduct a 
title search and subsequently.” 


The moderator stated he felt the article is 
very difficult and complicated, and asked 
Attorney Owens, Town Counsel, to come forward 
for further explanation. Town Counsel asked 
Chairman Micozzi to please explain the article, 
which he did at some length. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Moved and seconded to amend the article to 
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exclude Parcel 149 on Plate 43 from this motion. 
Moderate discussion followed. 


The previous question was moved and 
seconded. A rising vote was requested. With 146 
voting in favor and but one opposed the motion 
CARRIED. The motion to amend Article 12 was 
CARRIED. 


The main motion with the amendment to 
exclude Parcel 149 of Plate 43 was put to a rising 
vote. With seventy one voting in favor and eighty 
opposed, the motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 13 Moved and seconded to accept 
Article 13 as written in the warrant, deleting the 
words “or act in relation thereto.” 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Moderator requested a rising vote. With one 
hundred forty-six voting in favor and but one 
opposed , the motion CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
13. A rising vote was requested. With only one 
voting in favor and one hundred nineteen 
opposed, the motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 12 Moved and seconded to 
reconsider Article 12. Motion LOST 
unanimously. 


ARTICLE 14 Moved and seconded to raise and 
appropriate $6,000.00 for the purpose of 
repairing and rewiring the electrical shed at the 
Lampson Field Recreational Complex. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


After slight discussion, the main motion to 
raise and appropriate $6,000.00 was CARRIED. 


ARTICLE 15 Moved and seconded to accept 
Article 15 as written in the warrant, deleting “or 
act in relation thereto.” 

Finance Committee concurred. 

Selectman Lentine explained that the Board 
of Selectmen have no authority at this point to 
deny the stores to be open after 12 P.M. midnight. 

The main motion CARRIED. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
15. Motion LOST. 


ARTICLE 16 Moved and seconded to ratify the 
Re-Codification of the Zoning By-Laws of the 
Town of Billerica. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Permission was given to Peter Blaisdell, 
Chairman of the Town By-Laws Review 
Committee, to pass out copies of the new table of 
contents for the new Zoning By-Law book. 


Moved and seconded to adjourn this first 
session of the Annual Fall Town Meeting until 
Thursday evening at 7:30 P.M. Motion CARRIED. 


The first session of the Annual Fall Town 
Meeting was adjourned at 10:19 P.M.

At the time of its 
conveyance, the open space shall 
be free of all encumbrances,

ARTICLE 30 Moved and seconded to accept 
Article 30 as written in the warrant, deleting “or 
act in relation thereto.“Planning Board read its 
report of the public hearing held September 30, 
1985. 


Finance Committee recommended 
acceptance of this article. 


Attorney Dangora, Counsel for the petitioner 
was allowed forward to explain the article. 


Discussion continued at length. 


The previous question was moved, seconded 
and PASSED unanimously. 


A rising Count was taken on the motion to 
rezone. With 5 voting in favor and 118 opposed, 
the motion LOST. 


Moved and seconded to reconsider Article 
30. Motion LOST unanimously. 


ARTICLE 31 Moved and seconded to dismiss 
Article 31. Finance Committee concurred. 


Motion to dismiss CARRIED. 
ARTICLE 4 (A substitute main motion was 


presented in a hand-out to Town Meeting

appropriate $21,500.00 to hire an architect, 
through the competative bidding process, that 
will prepare schematic plans for the conversion of 
the Howe School for use by all town agencies, 
except the Fire Department and to continue the 
Howe Revitalization Committee as an advisory 
committee working with the Town Administrator 
to assist the Town Administrator in converting 
the Howe Building for use by all town agencies, 
except the Fire Department, and report to 
subsequent Town Meetings until the committee 
is disbaned. 


In addition, that a second committee be 
appointed by the Town Moderator, for terms that 
the Town Moderator deems reasonable and 
subject to Section 7-10 of the Billerica Home Rule 
Charter (i.e. Procedures Governing Multiple 
Member Bodies) for the purpose of studying the 
feasibility and use of the following existing 
buildings: a) the Town Hall and Police Station, b) 
the Lewis Building, c) the School Administration 
Building and d) the Central Fire Station. 


Finance Committee concurred. 


Howe Revitalization Committee Chairman, 
Brion Cangiamilla gave the report of the 
Committee and then spoke on the article.

LOST. 


The amendment ‘‘and the School 
Administration Building” was put to a vote. The 
motion LOST. 


The substitute main motion as presented 
CARRIED unanimously.

With 24 voting in favor 
and 75 opposed, the main LOST. 


Moved and seconded that the report of the 
Howe Revitalization Committee be accepted as 
presented.

There were 2,408 dog licenses sold in 1985. 
All dogs are required to be licensed by April 1st. If 
not licensed by June 10th, a $5.00 fine is then 
added to the cost of the license. One rabies clinic 
was held in April at the Department of Public 
Works garage. 


One Town Election was held on April 13th, 
1985, with 17% of the voters going to the polls. 
Thanks to all the precinct officers, those working 
at Town Hall to tally the votes, the men of the 
Parks, Moth and Tree Dept., the policemen and 
custodians, the election was completed without 
incident. 


As Municipal State Census Director for 1985, 
| having been so appointed by the Board of 
Selectmen, supervised the complete operation of 
taking the census and recording information as 
required by law. With a population total of 36,687, 
the figures proved we had to re-district and re- 
draw our precinct lines. It was determined that 
only ten precincts were actually needed. A new 
precinct map was drawn by the Town Clerk, 
which received the unanimous approval of the 
Board of Selectmen. The map was then submitted 
to the Local Election District Review Commission 
at the State House and approval was sent to the 
Selectmen shortly thereafter. The Selectmen 
voted to initiate the new ten precinct set-up for 
the April 1987 Town Election. 


The Annual Spring and Fall Town Meetings 
were held as well as three Special Town 
Meetings, for a total of fifteen sessions. Meetings 
of the Middlesex Municipal Clerks Association, 
the Massachusetts Town Clerks Association and 
the Institute of Municipal Clerks were attended by 
your Town Clerk and Assistant Town Clerk, 
Shirley E. Schult. 


It was with regret that the resignation of 
Rosemary Giblin was accepted. The birth of a 
precious daughter, Meghan, keeps Rosemary 
fully occupied at the present time. 


We were most fortunate to fill the vacancy 
resulting from Rosemary’s resignation with Joan 
McDonald who transferred from the Board of 
Registrars. 


We would like to express our appreciation to 
all town officials, departments, boards, 
committees and commissions for their 
cooperation throughout the year. 


My sincere thanks and appreciation to a most 
cooperative and dedicated staff; Shirley E. 
Schult, Joan McDonald and Margaret Ryan. Their 
knowledge and efficiency contribute to our 
smooth operation.

The Annual Census was again obtained by 
mail. 13,298 State Census forms were mailed.

Thanks to the tremendous 
effort on the part of the Town Clerk’s Office and 
the Board of Registrar's Personnel, all the Census 
forms were in the mail on February 15, 1985. 
Response was very good as we had 
approximately 99% return. We appreciate the 
cooperation of those residents who replied 
promptly. Our goal, as always, is to have 100% 
return. The statement which appears on the 
census envelope: “Warning: Failure to respond to 
this mailing may result in removal from the voting 
list” is mandated by Massachusetts General 
Laws, Chapter 5, Section 4. 904 registered voters 
were notified by first class mail that they were 
dropped from the voting list because of their 
failure to answer their census. 


There was only one election held during 
1985, the Town Election on April 13, 1985. 


John G. Conway was re-appointed to a three- 
year term on the board of Registrars by the Board 
of Selectmen in March, 1985. Said term to expire 
April 1, 1988. 


The Board of Registrars regrets losing an 
excellent clerk as Joan McDonald tendered her 
resignation to the Board of Registrars in June, 
1985 to take a position in the town Clerk’s office.

REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
and 
TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


In 1985, the Board of Selectmen held 
regularly scheduled meetings. The Board holds 
regular meetings twice monthly to act upon 
license applications, appoint citizens to boards 
and committees, conduct public hearings, and 
respond to citizen complaints. 


In accordance with the Town Charter, the 
Town Administrator prepared and submitted to 
both the Board of Selectmen and the Finance 
Committee, a five year Capital Improvment 
Program for fiscal year 1986-87 through 1990-91 
and an annual operating budget for fiscal year 
1985-86. 


After the April election, the Board of 
Selectmen reorganized, electing as its Chairman, 
Thomas H. Conway Jr., Arthur L. Doyle, Vice- 
Chairman and Gordon C. Brainerd, Secretary. 
The other two members of the five man Board of 
Selectmen are David F. Delorey and Stephen J. 
Lentine. Thomas Greenhalgh, a two-term 
member of the Board announced his resignation 
in the fall of 1984 to be effective in January of 1985 
and was replaced by David F. Delorey. 


After several months of meetings, the Site 
Selection Committee charged with the 
responsibility of studing solid waste disposal 
alternatives, recommended that the town adopt 
the curb side pick up method of collection and 
that the solid waste be trucked out of town bya 
private contractor. A 39 month collection 
contract beginning April 1, 1986 was awarded to 
the low bidder, G.S.X. Corporation at a cost of 
$3,671,700. 


The Town received a Public Works Economic 
Development grant in the amount of $140,000. for 
installation of traffic signals and road 
improvements at the intersection of Concord 
Road and the Middlesex Turnpike. The traffic 
improvements at this intersection is but one of 
several projects in the Tri Town committee’s long 
range plan to solve traffic problems in the Route 
3, Middlesex Turnpike traffic corridor. 


For the first time since the passage of 
Proposition 2%, Town meeting was able to 
appropriate a substantial sum of money for 
capital improvements. Funds totalling $715,075. 
were appropriated for the purchase of a fire 
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pumper and sewer cleaner improvements to 
playfields, and for drainage and street paving 
projects. 


Funds were also appropriated for the hiring 
of a full time town Planner to function as a staff 
person to the Planning Board and to coordinate 
the activities of the various boards and 
commissions that are involved in the social, 
physical and economic development of the 
community. The Planner will be able to provide a 
more cohesive approach to the adoption of 
zoning laws and subdivision regulations. 
Funding of this position will be offset by an 
incentive aid grant from the state. 


The Board of Selectmen voted to tax 
commercial and industrial properties at a 
different rate for fiscal 1984-85 as allowed by 
state law. The residential tax rate was set at 
$17.66 per $1,000 of assessed valuation 
compared to $25.00 for commercial and 
industrial properties. Residential property taxes 
were substantially reduced as a result of tax 
classification. 


Hurricane Gloria, a storm that did not live up 
to its advanced billing, created some excitement 
and problems for Billerica residents. The major 
damage occurred in the center where a gust of 
wind tore shingles off the Town Hall roof and 
roared down Boston Road causing substantial 
damage to private homes and uprooting trees. A 
major casualty was the famous "George 
Washington Elm Tree” near the school 
administration building. Several sections of the 
town were without electricity for several days. 
The Town’s Civil Defense department was 
mobilized and provided a shelter at the Parker 
School and coordinated the activities of the 
various Town Departments during the 
emergency. 


The Town’s current financial position can be 
rated as excellent. For the first time since fiscal 
1982-83, the Town has surplus or free cash in 
excess of $1,000,000. State aid has been 
increased and new construction, primarily 
commercial and industrial development, has 
added to the Town’s tax levy. This favorable 
financial position has enabled the Town to fund 
capital improvements, expand services while at 
the same time reducing taxes. 


The Board of Selectmen, Town 
Administrator and staff acknowledge and 
appreciate the cooperation and assistance that 
has been provided by all Town Boards, 
Commissions and Departments during the year. 


BILLERICA HISTORICAL 
COMMISSION 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Billerica Historical Commission meets 
regularly on the first Wednesday of the month, 
and at such other times as the need arises. We 
continue to enlarge our inventory of historic 
landmarks in the town and to respond for 
requests for information and/or review. 

We note with keen regret the loss during 
tropical storm Gloria of the Washington Oak, 
oldest inhabitant of the town. Called 
"Washington Oak” since the late nineteenth 
century, its prime significance was that it was one 
of the original forest trees, antedating settlement 
of the town. As such, it was the unique specimen 
in Billerica (and, probably, in a much broader 
area) of a once-common tree often blazed by 
surveyors to mark important land boundaries. 

We record our dismay that the Appeals Board 
was unable to grant the application for 
Someplaces Different to rehabilitate. "The 
Walnuts” as aninn and the "Central Block” as an 
associated restaurant. We shared the enthusiasm 
of the Board of Selectmen and several other town 
boards for what seemed to be an opportunity to 
enlist a developer with an envisable record in 
historic preservation in restoring the southwest 
angle of the Common to something of its one- 
time glory. In this case, our zoning by-laws, 
designed to protect us from shoddy 
development, appear to have operated instead to 
drive off a prime developer and defeat our best 
interests. 

Membership in the Commission remains 
unchanged.

CEMETERY DEPARTMENT 


During the Fiscal Year 1985, there were 159 
burials in the Town Cemeteries. During this 
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period, $34,920 was turned over to the Town 
Treasurer. These receipts reflect the amount of 
money collected by the Department from the sale 
of lots, opening charges, perpetual care and 
marker installation fees. 

This Fiscal Year 210 graves were sold as 
compared to 122 sold over the same period last 
year. This fact compounded by an increase in the 
number of families requesting headstone 
privilege sites has made the Department's need to 
develop new grave sites acute. The Department 
has requested an appropriation to expand the 
Fox Hill Cemetery and hopefully the situation will 
be relieved in the near future. 

We wish to thank our employees for their 
continued devotion to their work. Thanks is also 
extended to the various town departments who 
have helped us during the year. 

We also welcome Mrs. Marion Keough as the 
newest member of the Cemetery Commission 
and hope to work closely with the Commission in 
the coming year.

1985 was another year of progress at the 
Billerica Public Library. Over 113,000 books were 
borrowed during FY’85 and 27,235 information 
and reference questions were answered by the 
library staff. 5,416 people obtained library cards 
and 3,227 new titles were added to the collection. 
All of these figures represent significant 
increases over the previous year! 

Much of the year focused on getting ready to 
put our new automated circulation system on- 
line. This entailed inputting information such as 
author, title, publisher, date, etc. into the 
computer for each book in the collection. No 
small task, however, we did it and finally went on- 
line on November 4th. It was certainly worth all 
the effort. Not only does the system streamline 
many of the very labor intensive clerical functions 
but it has increased our ability to serve the users 
of the library, as well. The biggest advantage to 
the users is the resource sharing capability. If we 
do not have the book a patron needs, we can 
search the database, which includes the 
collections of the 15 area libraries who are part of 
the Merrimack Valley Library Consortium, and 


find out if one of them has the book. If it is 
available elsewhere, the user can either go to the 
other library and pick it up themself, or we can 
have it sent here for them in a day or two. 

Our wide variety of programs continued to be 
popular this year. 9,249 people attended 131 free 
programs and workshops. Story hour was, as 
always, our biggest success. Over 150 children, 
ranging in age from 2 to 6, participated each 
week. Other highlights included our annual 
"Make Your Own Sundae Night’, our Poet in 
Residence Program, made possible by a grant 
from the Arts Lottery Commission and the 
Billerica Arts Council, CPR classes, craft 
demonstrations, puppet shows, musical 
programs and much more. | 

The Friends of the Library continued to 
support our efforts this year. Their contributions 
included many new large print books, funding for 
special programs in the children’s room, new 
software for the Apple computer which they 
purchased for the library, another year of 
memberships to the Boston museums and 
several new reference books. 

The Jr. Friends’ sponsored a Look-A-Like” 
concert this year for their major fundraiser. Other 
activities included a trip for children to see 
"Oliver Twist” during Christmas vacation. thanks 
again to both of these groups for their continued 
support. 

In addition to our "Person to Person” 
outreach program for the elderly, and our TTY 
service for our deaf users, a new service, this one 
designed for Special Needs children, was 
introduced this year. The Special Needs Center 
contains books, games, AV~ materials and 
computer software geared to the special needs 
population. All of the materials in the center may 
be borrowed for two or three weeks. 

Many staff changes occurred this year as 
well. Reference Librarian, Elaine Rutherford, 
retired after 20 years of service. She is now 
basking in the Florida sunshine. Carolyn Beane, 
former Bookmobile Librarian and later 
Community Services Librarian resigned to 
become the Assistant Director of the Westford 
Public Library. And finally, Peter Fekety, 
Reference and Outreach Librarian, left for the 
West Indies in July. 

We look forward to another progressive and 
enriching year in 1986. Thanks to the Board of 
Library Trustees for their support during the year 
and to the staff and many volunteers who worked 
so hard to make this year the success that it was.

VETERANS SERVICES 


The following is the annual report of the 
Veterans’ Services Department for the discal year 
1985-1986. 

Our financially assisted case load has 
fluctuated over the first 6 months from alow of 19 
to a high of 24, this is due to our success in 
moving these cases off our rolls onto either 
employment, VA or Social Security benefits. We 
have been heavily involved with assisting 
veterans in applying for VA benefits and assisting 
widows in obtaining a Widow’s Pension or Social 
Security benefits, this is an ongoing process. 

We have had a high number of emergency 
cases, 40 in number and in most cases were 
solved in a timely manner. We are seeing, due to 


the fact that the VA has changed their reporting 
system, many veterans especially widows asking 
for our assistance in filling out their AlQ cards. 
Our office has received $13,519.04 in 
reimbursements from Medical, Workmen’s 
Compensation and Agreement to Reimburse 
benefits to date. 

For the last six years this office has been 
assisting the Emergency Energy Program with 
their fuel program. This year we have been in 
complete charge of the program and have 
assisted as of November 30th 368 completed 
applications and 35 applications pending. The 
completed applications represents $232,240.00 
in benefits that will be paid out on behalf of these 
applicants. 

Due to the make-up of our department, which 
delivers social and economic benefits, we have 
had many referrals either by non-veterans or 
other agencies requesting our assistance and in 
most cases we were able to either assist then 
Ourselves or refer them to the proper agency. 

| wish to extend my thanks to the Board of 
Selectmen, Town Administrator Paul F. Talbot 
and the many Civic and Veterans groups that 
helped us this past year.

AMBULANCE SERVICE 


The Billerica Ambulance Service would like 
to thank the Police Department, Fire Department, 
Public Works Department, and the Town 
Administration for their support and great 
assistance throughout the year. The service 
transported approximately 900 patients to area 
hospitals, while responding to 1,550 medical 
emergencies. 

C.P.R. training has been conducted in 
cooperation with the Billerica Public Library, and 
we have seen over 300 residents trained in this 
crucial life-saving technique and are continuing 
this training. 

The Emergency Medical Technicians have 
developed a First Responder system in 
conjunction with both the Police and Fire 
Departments to meet as quickly as possible the 
medical needs of the community. Moreover, all of 
the Billerica Emergency Technicians have been 
trained through an extensive program developed 
with the Lahey Clinic in De-Fib for cardiac related 
problems. The Emergency Medical System has 
been upgraded io Advance Life Support level. 
there are presently two Paramedic and four EMT- 
intermediate personnel employed by the service. 
The EMT’s have attended a program of 400 hours 
training on their own time, to upgrade themselves 
to the EMT-I level, enabling them to apply this 
level of Health Care.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Nutting Lake Dredging and Water 
Quality Restoration Project was officially 
completed in December of 1985. There remains 
some funds which have been committed for 
additional shore work which will be 
accomplished in the Spring of 1986 and fora Final 
Report that has been contracted to Bay State 
Environmental Services on our restoration 
efforts. 

The benefits derived from the improved 
water quality are numerous. Recreational 
benefits such as swimming, fishing and boating 
will certainly enhance the quality of life in 
Billerica. the improved aesthetic conditions of the 
lake are the most immediate benefit, but let us not 
forget the increase in property values in the area 
will mean an increase in tax revenues for the 
Town. The work has taken several years, and as 
members of the Conservation Commission, we 
are very proud of having undertaken and 
satisfactorily completed the biggest projectin the 
history of the Commission. 

Work on the Nutting Lake beach comfort 
station, with handicap facilities and adjacent 
parking area is progressing smoothly. All 
contracts have been awarded and the remaining 
work shall be completed by June 30, 1986. We are 
presently working toward an arrangement which 
will transfer the operation of the recreational 
aspects of the beach to the town’s Recreation 
Department. 

In addition to work at the Nutting Lake beach, 
the Commission also had an off-street parking 
area constructed at the top of Fox Hill, which will 
make it easier for people to park and enjoy this 
remarkable and beautiful piece of Conservation 
land area. It should be noted that the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, Division of 
Conservation Services awarded the Town 
$70,400.00 on our application for Self-Help 
Reimbursement Funds for the purchase of the 
Fox Hill land. 
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We recently had completed a new Five Year 
Open Space Plan and are presently working with 
the Recreation Department to complete a Five 
Year Recreation Plan. Both finished plans will be 
submitted to the State, making the Town eligible 
for State and Federal Funds for five more years. 

The Conservation Commission has been 
kept very busy during 1985 performing their 
duties under the Wetlands Protection Act (Mass. 
General Laws, Chapter 131, Section 40). 39 filings 
for work in or near wetlands were received; 39 
public hearings were held; 2 Determinations of 
Applicability were made and 36 Orders of 
Conditions wei e issued along with 39 Certificates 
of Compliance; 11 Permit Extensions; 6 Permit 
Modifications; 20 Cease and Sesist Orders and 19 
Continuances. there were also 3 appeals made of 
Orders of Conditions that were issued and one 
court case started, stemming from a wetlands 
violation. 

The Billerica Conservation Commission 
holds meetings on the second and fourth 
Wednesdays of each month in the Town Hall 
starting at 8 p.m., and all are welcome to attend.

HEALTH DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Mr. John Gherson was reappointed for 
another three year term. Gregory Erickson 
resigned as Director and Peter Gray was 
appointed to the position of Director. 

Environmental concerns were investigated 
by the Health Department. Iron Horse Park is 
being tested by the EPA for possible 
contamination. The testing will continue into 
1986. Johns Manville Asbestos dump was 
properly capped by the Federal Government. 

The Pond St. Landfill will close on April 1, 
1986. Bids were obtained for Curbside pickup 
and the contract was awarded to GSK. The 
service will start on April 1, 1986. 


The Sewer Moratorium remained in effect 
this year, thus there was an increase of Testing 
done for Septic Systems. The Pre-Application 
process for building permits for new homes and 
for additions has greatly improved 
communications between departments. 

Illegal dumping in Town has been on the 
increase. Cases are being prosecuted in the 
Courts along with violations of Housing and 
Sanitary codes. 

Usual routine monthly inspections of food 
handling establishments were done by our 
Sanitarian, Robert Rimbach. Plans for new 
cafeterias and restaurants were gone over and 
food permits were issued. Complaints relative to 
conditions of general products were investigated 
with proper action being taken.

For the first time in several years, the 
Department was on the up swing during the past 
year. With the increase in funding, we were able 
to again install new drainage systems and pave 
some of the unimproved roads. The Engineering 
Division has increased their area of responsibility 
by now reviewing drainage calculations for the 
Board of Health. The role of the Mechanics 
Division has also increased with the 
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responsibility of maintenance on vehicles for the 
Board of Health and ambulance in addition to the 
existing responsibility of Selectmens Office, 
Animal Control Officer, Council on Aging and all 
D.P.W. equipment.

ENGINEERING DIVISION 


During the year the Engineering Division 
provided services to the Department of Public 
Works, other agencies of the Town, and the 
general public. 

The list of Public Works projects includes: 
drainage design and/or construction at Billerica 
Ave., Nashua Rd. at Treble Cove Rd., Sequoia 
Street, drainage design and negotiation of 
easement to assist the state in the project to 
replace the R.R. bridge at High St. and assisted 
consultants working on the proposed 
improvements for parts of Concrd Rd., Whipple 
Rd., and Boston Rd. A sewer facilities plan has 
been developed for the Webb Brook area wherea 
new subdivision known as Shawsheen Estates is 
to be made. The sewer mains will be large enough 
to carry the flow from much of the upstream area 
when the system is extended. We completed the 
design for improvements to a tributary of Jones 
Brook on the Locke School site. As proposed this 
project will improve drainage at the school, the 
Wentworth Drive area and provide an outlet for 
one of the drains needed to complete the planned 
improvements in Allen Rd. The Nashua Road 
project also has not been completed, we received 
permission from the land owners to dig a small 
ditch by hand but a channel of greater depth is 
needed to correct the problem above Walton 
Street. We have assisted Fay, Spofford and 
Thorndike, our Sewer consulting engineers by 
providing plans, information on utility locations 
and negotiation of easements. Reviewed curb cut 
applications and assisted with the maintenance 
and repair of existing highway intersections 
signals and with the plans to signalize other 
intersections. 

We provided engineering representation at 
Planning Board meetings, engineering during 
plan review, and inspection during construction. 
During the year, nine subdivisions were under 





construction, the plans for 12 new subdivisions 
were presentea and reviewed. Additionally, a 
number of form A plans were reviewed, there are 
at least a dozen subdivisions that are almost 
complete, lacking bounds, as built plans and a 
small amount of work. We reviewed site plans and 
drainage calculations for new industrial and 
commercial buildings. 

This was a busy year as far as requests for 
plans and information from the public is 
concerned. We estimate this has increased about 
20% over last year. These requests include plot 
plans, reproductions of Assessors Plate, and topo 
sheets, zoning and street maps, soil map and 
flood plain information. Requests for maps, data 
and information from consultants doing 21E 
studies for clients on sites in Billerica have 
increased. The 21E studies are now done almost 
as routine on commercial and_ industrial 
tranactions of real estate. We continued to assign 
new house numbers, review building permit 
application and preapplications, review drainage 
plans for construction on Form A lots, and 
inspected buildings designated for demolition. 

During the storm of the first week in 
December, the roof over the vault leaked anda 
number of plans and drawings were damaged. On 
the positive side, we have ordered and received 
the roll plan files and have acquired the set of 100 
scale flood map originals. This has contributed to 
the increase in requests for maps, but also now 
can provide maps directly to consultants and 
others working on projects for the Town.

HIGHWAY DIVISION 


Highway work this year consisted of the 
following: 

ROAD RESURFACING PROGRAM: Those 
roads resurfaced included Andover Road - from 
Whipple Road to Belmont Road, Salem Road - 
from the Wilmington Line to Baldwin Road, 
Middlesex Turnpike - from Manning Road to the 
Bedford Line, Lexington Road - from Friendship 
Street to the Middlesex Turnpike. Others 
resurfaced were Westwood Avenue, Bellflower 
Road, Olive Road, Beverly Road, Priscilla Lane, 
and Sequoia Street. Many large areas were paved 
due to water breaks, sewer repairs, and drainage 
repairs. 

DRAINAGE: Repairs were made 
throughout the Town. Catch basins were 
repaired and also cleaned. Drainage projects 
were done on Sequoia Street, Broadleaf Street, 
Lexington Road, Foxhill Road, South Street, etc., 
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along with the cleaning of various brooks in 
Town. Studies are being done for drainage on 
Concord Road and Whipple Road. Delays in 
solving the many drainage problems that remain 
is due to the insufficient number of staff the 
Highway Department has to alleviate these 
problems; the department continues to work on 
these drainage problems, however. 

STREET SIGNS AND ROAD MARKINGS: 
The amount of street signs repaired or replaced in 
Town this year is 94 signs. This is an increase over 
last year and we will soon be able to catch up to 
the missing signs. Because of the amount of 
thefts with street signs, we are forced to adopt a 
one sign replacement per year. With this policy 
we hope to replace signs that have not been 
replaced for years. 

The amount of Regulatory signs that were 
repaired or replaced is 174 signs. The Regulatory 
signs include stop signs, traffic direction signs, 
parking signs, traffic warning signs, speed signs 
and information signs. 

We have completed approximately 12 miles 
of center lines throughout the Town. the Town 
has determined that 39 miles of road should be 
striped each year. The amount completed is the 
same as last year. We hope the delivery of a new 
striper will enable us to complete the required 
roadways for the safety of motorists traveling in 
our Town. 

The other marking work completed this year 
includes crosswalks, stop lines, island marking, 
guard rails, road edge marking and parking 
spaces at school and public buildings. 

MOTOR EQUIPMENT REPAIR: The 
Mechanics Division of the Highway Department 
which is responsible for the repair and upkeep of 
all equipment for all divisions of Public Works has 
been very busy. Motor equipment repairs has 
been improved with the addition of new 
equipment. The necessity of a new and larger 
building for the department continues to be a 
problem; Highway and Mechanics equipment, 
much of which is seasonal equipment that 
requires storage in the off season, is currently 
exposed to the elements. 

OTHER SERVICES: Sweeping was done in 
most of the Town. However, with the shifting of 
personnel occurring often to assist other 
departments in emergencies, priority was often 
shifted away from sweeping. 

The Highway Department would like to thank 
all other Town Departments and Town Officials 
for their help and cooperation through the year.

SEWER DIVISION 


In 1985, the Sewer Division purchased a 
combination vacuum truck and high pressure jet 
rodder. This piece of equipment will help to 
eliminate many of the emergency blockages that 
occur in the collection system and will also 
eliminate the need to reply on private contractors 
to clear the obstructions. 

Along with this new piece of equipment, 
three positions were created in the Division, two, 
specifically for the vaccum truck, a Heavy Motor 
Equipment Operator and a Sewer System 
Maintenance Craftsman. The third position is a 
Lab Technician. This person will perform routine 
bacteriological, chemical, and physical tests 
along with the monitoring of industrial 
discharges so that they maintain their proper 
effluent limitations within the pretreatment 
guidelines. 

On September 21, the Billerica landfill 
refused to accept any dewatered sludge from the 
Billerica Sewer Division for lack of adequate 
disposal space. As a result, the Town entered into 
an agreement with the Greater Lawrence 
Sanitary District to accept our processed sludge 
for a specified amount per dry ton. With the 
design of the expansion of the treatment plant 
nearing completion, the sludge disposal problem 
will be handled on site by a method of sludge 
composting. Construction for the new plant 
should begin by late summer or early fall. 

The treatment plant and its pumping stations 
treated and pumped 775.46 million gallons of raw 
sewage, with an average daily flow of 2.123 
million gallons for a plant designed to handle 1.6 
million gallons per day.

In August of 1985, the State imposed a 
moratorium on any new connections to the Town 
system until the Town meets certain 
requirements set in the administrative order. The 
elimination of any illegal sump pump tied into the 
sewer system, and the design and construction of 
the expansion of the existing treatment plant to 
6.4 million gallons per day are part of the 
administrative order.

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TREE DIVISION 


During 1985 the Tree Division removed a 
total of 197 trees throughout the town. This 
included 49 trees inflicted with Dutch Elm 
disease. Brush was cut whereever necessary. 

Much of the fall of 1985 was spent cleaning 
up the storm damage caused by Hurricane 
Gloria. We lost approximately 75 - 100 trees 
including the historic Washington Oak. 

Maintenance activities consisted of grass 
cutting and fertilizing on all playgrounds, 
squares, and the common. The Park Division 
maintains approximately 55 acres of land which 
includes one football field, nine ballfields, nine 
tennis courts, fifty veterans squares, and The Viet 
Nam Park. 

Projects completed in 1985 included the 
renovation of Frink Square in the center with 
shrubs, and bulbs in both squares. The front of 
the Lewis Bldg. was rejuvinated with a face lift of 
shubbery and roses. 

This year, thanks to the 1st Annual 
Selectmens Ball, we were able to add another 
$3500 worth of lights to the town’s Christmas 
display. We would like to thank all concerned for 
their cooperation in once again making this a 


. huge success.

WATER SYSTEMS DIVISION 


The Water Systems Division has made | 
consistent effort throughout 1985 to provide the 
Town with high quality drinking water. 

The Treatment Section of the Division 
treated and pumped 1,673,110,000 gallons of 
potable water in 1985. The following is asummary 
of monthly production volumes:

The average daily consumption for the year 
was 4.584 million gallons per day. The maximum 
day demand occurred on August 14, 1985 when 
8.66 million gallons were treated and pumped. 

In July of 1985 the Concord River elevation 
reached a low level of 109.5 feet above sea level 
which is comparable to an all-time recorded low 


level of 109.0 feet in 1957. this condition caused a 
serious degradation in river water quality for this 
dry period. Later in 1985, in October, significant 
rainfall brought the elevation level to average by 
year’s end. 

Rehabilitation of the south contact chamber 
was completed in 1985 and is now in operation 
within the treatment facility. 

At the Annual Town Meeting in 1985, funds 
were appropriated for an engineering study to 
review all plant chemical applications and 
suggest more advanced methods of dealing with 
the persistent manganese levels in the Concord 
River and other pressing treatment problems. 

In November, the Department of 
Environmental Qualaity Engineering, Water 
Supply Section, conducted a thorough Sanitary 
Survey of the treatment facility and distribution 
systems, outlining shortcomings where found. A 
priority area of emphasis was found to be the lack 
of emergency power generation capability for the 
treatment facility. This shortcoming was 
seriously evident during the recent extended 
power outage during Hurricane Gloria in 
September. An upcoming funding request for this 
essential addition to the plant will follow in early 
1986. 

The Distribution/Storage/Maintenance 
Section was responsible for the following repair 
functions: 


1. Water meters repaired or 
approximately: 110 

2. Fire hydrants repaired or replaced, 
approximately: 34 

3. Service leaks repaired, approximately: 39 

4. Main leaks repaired, approximately: 36 


replaced, 


A contract was signed for the interior and 
exterior painting of the 7 million gallon and the 1 
million gallon steel water storage tanks. The 1 
million gallon tank was completed in October and 
the remaining tank is scheduled for painting early 
in 1986. 

A program has been initiated to replace or 
repair approximately 600 water meter locations 
throughout the system. this effort will help reduce 
wasted consumption and to bring customers 
whose consumption is now estimated into actual 
billing charges. 

The Billing Section was recently funded for 
replacement computer hardware and software. 
Bid specifications were prepared in 1985 and 
proposals were recently received from about 15 
interested vendors. These proposals are 
currently being analyzed to’ determine the 
successful bidder. 
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Appreciation is extended to all Divisions of 
the Department of Public Works for another year 
of fine cooperative effort.

BOARD OF APPEALS 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Gentlemen: 


the board of Appeal is a Quasi-Judicial Board 
that operates under the mandates of the 
Massachusetts General Laws Annotated Chapter 
40A and the Zoning By-Law of the Town of 
Billerica. the Board consists of five (5) members 
and two (2) alternate members appointed by the 
Board of Selectmen. The regular members serve 
for five (5) years and the alternate members are 
appointed for two (2) years. No member receives 
any financial compensation for their services to 
the Board. The Town does however provide the 
necessary office space, judicial, clerical and 
other assistance that the Board may require. 

All hearings of the Board are open to the 
public as established under Chapter 808 and 
Section 40A of Massachusetts General Laws, 
consistant with local needs and the discretion of 
the Board. The decisions of the Board shall be 
made within seventy-five (75) days for 
“Variances” and ninety (90) days for "Special 
Permits’. Any person or persons aggrieved by a 
decision of the Board has the right to appeal to 
the Superior Court of Jurisdiction. 

Because of the high volume of cases and the 
nature of their ramifications, persons appearing 
before the Board of Appeal must be totally 
prepared to present their case in a correct 
manner according to the rules and regulations of 
the Board. All cases that are brought before the 
Board are acted upon with reasonable fairness 
and attention to existing laws. 

This year was a very highly productive year; 
one filled with challenges of many descriptions. 
Much study and many hours of on-site inspection 
is necessary for members to arrive at proper 
decisions that will be sufficient to withstand a 
chanllenge. As Chairman, | would publically like 
to thank the members who so unselfishly gave of 
their time, talent and cooperation to the Board.

DEPARTMENT OF EMERGENCY 
MANAGEMENT 
AND CIVIL DEFENSE 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


During the past year, all Federal and State 
reports have been filed and all program 
implemented. The Town of Billerica received 
$3200.00 in funds from the Federal Government 
for salary reimbursement. 


The Billerica Civil Defense has conducted a 
continuous training program for its members ona 
weekly basis. Every Sunday, the Auxiliary Police 
do traffic control at all of the churches. The 
average force on duty per Sunday is nine men for 
four hours. The Auxiliary Police participate in all 
special events, parades, searches, traffic control 
and flooding. All officers receive continuous 
training, are uniformed and must pass a Certified 
fire arm range course each year. Auxiliary Police 
logged in excess of 3200 man hours in the past 
year. 


The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of ten 
men and four vehicles. During 1985, the 
department responded to 116 calls, including 14 
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mutual aid calls to neighboring communities. The 
Auxiliary Fire Department logged 3,244 
emergency hours and 795 training hours. The 
Auxiliary Fire Department operates two mobile 
lighting units with over 50,000 watts of lights for 
use at emergencies. Four gasoline powered 
pumps are also available. 


The Federal and State Governments have 
assigned the task of establishing Emergency 
Response Plans to industrial and transportation 
accidents to local Civil Defense Directors. This 
project is now being undertaken but the large 
number of industries and transportation 
companies in Billerica and the reluctance of 
some companies to divulge what they store or 
carry on the highways makes progress in this 
area slow for a part-time Director. 


| wish to thank all volunteer members of the 
Billerica Civil Defense for their time and effort to 
make Billerica a safer town. In addition, | would 
like to thank all the Town Departments for their 
cooperation.

LOWELL REGIONAL TRANSIT 
AUTHORITY 


The Lowell Regional Transit Authority helps 
to finance regular fixed route bus _ service 
between Billerica and Lowell and commuter rail 
service between the North Billerica Station and 
Boston. 


Regular route service operates Monday 
through Friday, with the first bus leaving Billerica 
at 7:00 a.m. and the last bus leaving Lowell for 
Billerica at 5:15 p.m. The service is provided by 
LoLaw Transit Management, Inc. under contract 
to the LRTA. There are five (5) round trips per 
day. Fares range from a minimum of 60 cents toa 
maximum of 80 cents depending upon where one 
gets on or off the bus. Senior Citizens and the 
Handicapped pay half fare. Ridership was some 
30,197 in 1985. For information on regular route 
service, residents should call 452-6161. 


Commuter rail service between the North 
Billerica Station and Boston is operated by the 
B&M Railroad. 21 round trips are provided on 
weekdays, with 9 round ‘rips on Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays.

SEWER EXTENSION COMMITTEE 


With the assistance of the Town’s consultant, 
Fay, Spofford & Thorndike, Inc., planning for 
future sewerage needs continued during 1985. 

Massachusetts Department of Environ- 
mental Quality Engineering (DEQE) has 
reviewed and approved the Interim Report of the 
Sewer System Evaluation Survey, which 
pinpointed the locations of sources of extraneous 
groundwater infiltration and storm water 
intrusion into the sanitary sewer system. The 
survey identified those sources which were 
partially eliminated in 1985. The remaining 
sources will hopefully be eliminated in 1986. 
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In addition, the town has worked under a 
state grant for the design of the wastewater 
treatment plant expansion. this design work is 
just about completed. 

In the beginning of 1985, the Town of 
Billerica submitted a Project Information Form to 
DEQE detailing the need for ten (10) miles of 
extension to the sewer collection system. The 
estimated cost is $4 million dollars. 

The State has concurred on the urgency of 
these extensions. These 10 miles of sewer 
extensions were surveyed during the summer 
under a planning design contract which was 
previously approved by town meeting. 

The Town did not make the State funding list 
in 1985. This funding list would have provided the 
town with 50% of the construction cost ($2 million 
dollars) for the 10 miles of sewer extensions. In 
1986, the Town of Billerica will move up on the 
State funding list and the outlook of receiving this 
funding is excellent. 

The committee is submitting a warrant article 
to town meeting to receive the approval for the 
additional $2 million dollars for the 10 miles of 
sewer extensions. The total cost is $4 million 
dollars ($2 million from the State and $2 million 
from the town). The committee realizes that this 
will require an override of Proposition 2%. 

We are looking for total support from the 
voters of the town, from all town boards and 
committees and especially from town meeting. 

The Committee met monthly during the year 
to conduct its business. Members attended 
various meetings with other Town Boards and 
Committees on matters relating to the Town’s 
sewerage system. We wish to express our 
appreciation for the cooperation and assistance 
we received from all other Town bodies during 
1985, which greatly facilitated the operation of 
the Sewer Extension committee. A particular 
thank-you is extended to Jeffrey Rider, 
superintendent of Public Works, an ex-officio 
member of our Committee, for his valuable 
assistance throughout the year.

REPORT OF THE CENTRAL 
FIRE STATION COMMITTEE 


The Central Fire Station Committee had as of 
its last report to town meeting, researched site 
locations and developed actual functional 
guidelines/requirements for the new Central Fire 
Station. It was the suggestion of the committee at 
that time that the prime location for the station, 
for financial as well as geographical reasons, 
would be the rear of the Howe School including 
the gymnasium. It was also decided at that time 
that the station should consist of four (4) bays for 
fire-fighting apparatus, an alarm/communication 
center, offices for department administration and 
Fire Prevention personnel, an ara for in-service 
training, and living accomodations for the people 
assigned to the station. 


Since that prior report, the committee has 
seen two of its members leave; Chairman Thomas 
Greenhalgh Sr., and past-Chairman James 
Galvin, both for health reasons. New members to 
the committee include Acting Fire Chief James 
Flavin and myself, Thomas Greenhalgh Jr. As a 
result of acommittee reorganization held on June 
10th, the following table of organization was 
established consisting of: Thomas Greenhalgh 
Jr. - Chairman; Acting Fire Chief James Flavin - 
Vice Chairman; Town Administrator Paul Talbot - 
Secretary; with Selectman Dave Delorey and 
retired Fire Chief Harry Martell as members. 


The recommendation of the prior committee 
suggesting the Howe building as a location was 
accepted. Advertising for a qualified architect for 
the project was done in January of this year witha 
close off response date of February 1. Three (3) 
firms responded to the ads in the specified time 
frame. A_ selection committee was formed 
consisting of George Gracie, James Flavin, Harry 
Martell, Jeff Rider, and Norman Hall to review the 
applicants and recommend an architect. The 
committee responded with a recommendation 
based on their experience with this type of work 
as well as the personal attention they could 
provide due to their relatively small sized 
company, of Albert Costa Associates of Waltham, 
MA. An agreement between this firm and the town 
was reached and as a result this company was 
hired for the project. 


A number of meetings have been held since 
the last report during which many designs and 
redesigns of the Fire Station have been discussed 
and agreed upon. At the present time a finalized 
floor plan has been designed consisting of a four

(4) bay apparatus room with the garage doors 
facing Good Street to provide for maximum 
future usage of the rest of the Howe building as 
well as reduced structural redesign costs; a 
“State-of-the-Art” communications/alarm 
system; Departmental Administration and Fire 
Prevention offices; a hose tower; as in-service 
training/conference room; provisions for the 
Chief’s and Deputy Chief’s vehicles; equipment 
storage space; and living as well as atwo (2) floor 
area to provide sleeping accomodations for the 
fire-fighting personnel. The present layout 
design was done in such a way as to provide 
maximum floor space usage while providing for 
minimal structural redesign, ease of public 
accessibility, and minimal heating and air 
conditioning costs. Dispatcher controlled traffic 
lights at the intersection of Boston Road and 
Good Street have also been agreed upon in the 
design to provide for ease of apparatus response 
as well as optimal safety for both firefighters and 
the public at large. 


The budget allocated by the $400,000.00 
Bond has been a governing guideline in the work 
of the committee. An estimated breakdown of this 
money has been provided by the architect to the 
committee. The actual budget breakdown is 
unknown at this time and is dependent upon the 
result of a current investigation by the architects 
regarding the cost-effectiveness.of gas vs. oil 
heat, the price of the purchase and installation of 
fuel storage tanks in accordance with new fuel 
storage guidelines, roof and apparatus room 
floor conditions, and the availability of money for 
the traffic lights. A meeting of the committee is 
scheduled in two weeks at which time the 
architect stated that he will have the answers to 
these questions. 


To alleviate some of the financial cost of the 
station from the current allocated money, a 
request was made by the Town Administrator on 
behalf of the committee by mail the week of July 
22, 1985 to State Representative Mike Rea and 
State Senator Patricia McGovern as to the 
availability of state funding for the 
alarm/communication system, traffic lights and 
other fire-fighting equipment. This request was 
made based on the fact that in the Town of 
Billerica resides the House of Correction, the 
State Forest in North Billerica, and the M.B.T.A. 
train area - all of which are State/County property 
to which we provide services by our Fire 
Department. 


At present, the committee is expecting to 
have the requirements finalized, advertising for 


bids, and receipt of these bids by the end of 1985. 
It is expected that work on the new station will 
begin by the beginning of 1986 with a planned 
completion and functional occupancy of the 
building around June 1, 1986. 


It is at this time that the committee requests 
to continue its work regarding the new Central 
Fire Station and to make its progress known atthe 


next annual Fall Town Meeting.

A. It is my intent on most checking accounts to leave a balance of approximately $25,000 for the 


purpose of enticing banks to be progressive upon bidding for Billerica’s tax borrowings. Bank history 
is reviewed periodically and dealt with by reduction or outright closing those that indicate non- 
support. 


B. When accepting bids from banks at the time of borrowing, it is my policy to invest 90% of the TAN or 
BAN proceeds. The remaining 10% is left with the bank as float for a period deemed sufficient to 
further reward the bank for progressively bidding. This procedure is acceptable with the banks and is 
even normal practice in industry. 

C. Some accounts shown in the invested column will earn passbook rates if the balance is below 
minimum required. These exceptions will be noted in the following. 

1. Money market and CD interest earnings fiscal year to date are $11,616.96. 

2. Money market interest earnings fiscal year to date are $3,322.04. 

3. Money market interest earnings fiscal year to date are $12,236.91. 

4. Represents employee payroll deductions awaiting transfer to investment medium. The account is 
non-interest bearing by agreement and necessity.

basis of financing Blue Cross costs. The Basic account is a money market account and excess funds 
available are invested further into 30, 60, or 90 day CD’s, orin other money market accounts. Interest 
earned to date, apportioned pro-rata to the Town, School and employees, amounts to $31,470.38 
fiscal year to date. A subsidiary record is being maintained apportioning all debits and credits to the 
Town, School and employees benefit. It is anticipated that the mechanics of cost-plus, with the 
necessary down payment to Blue Cross, necessary stop loss insurance and administering actual 
claims, in the long run will hold the line on soaring group insurance costs at the least. As of 12/01/84 
we changed from Master Medical to the Master Health Plan. This change is a further refinement of 
administering the cost-plus concept of group insurance and has by virtue of the change of plans 
generated an approximate 5% savings to both the employees under Blue Cross and the Town for 
fiscal 1985-86. Currently there are several accounts at different banks, so noted, for this trust in order 
to maximize income and to spread the total around.

Final 
termination was in July. There could be a possibility of revising this account in the future if needed.

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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Billerica Public Schools are alive and 
well and on the move--upward! As 
Superintendent | am very pleased to report to the 
Town of Billerica that there is a renewed sense of 
accomplishment and motivation on the part of all 
segments of the school population. There is 
greater involvement by staff, more interest by 
parents, and measurable positive achievement by 
students. It is these factors that result in making 
the Billerica schools a great place to learn. 


During the 1984-85 and 1985-86 school year, 
Billerica schools engaged in an active upgrading 
of the instructional materials used by students. At 
the elementary level new series and programs in 
Reading, English, Mathematics, Spelling, and 
Science have been adopted. Programs _ in 
Penmanship and Social Studies are projected for 
September of 1987. Textbooks have been 
updated at both the middle school and the high 
school in the basic subject areas of English, 
Mathematics, History, and Science. 


These resources have produced results. The 
achievement testing of Billerica students has 
shown for two consecutive years that our 
students are achieving above national averages 
and are achieving at a higher grade level than 
their national peers. Billerica has more students 
in the upper third of the achievement level than 
the national average. Clearly the resources have 
paid dividends. 


In keeping with the changing technological 
nature of the Merrimack Valley, Billerica has 
incorporated computer education into the 
schools. Elementary school students use 
computers to help them in learning the basic 
skills. All eighth grade students in the middle 
schools take a specialized computer literacy 
course. This course is designed to make them 
familiar with the operation of a micro computer. 
At Billerica Memorial High School students have 
a variety of computer based courses offered. In 
the Math Department, Computer Math, Computer 
Programming, and Computer Science are 
offered. In the Business Department, students 
may elect courses in Data Entry, Word 
Processing, Computerized Accounting Systems, 
and Mechanized Office Practices. The goal of the 
Computer Program is to make Billerica students 
familiar with what the computer can and cannot 
do. 
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Instructional materials and computers are 
only a part of the success story. There is a 
renewed awareness and interest on the part of 
parents and parent groups in Billerica. Each 
elementary school has a very active parent 
organization contributing to the well being of the 
students in the elementary schools. Both the 
Locke and the Marshall Middle Schools have 
parent organizations interested in working with 
the schools. The Billerica Friends of Music and 
the Billerica Athletic Boosters remain active and 
supportive. It is through these organizations that 
more opportunities are given for parents to be 
partners in their child’s education. 


In December the Billerica School Committee 
adopted seven overall goals for the Billerica 
Public Schools. These goals are:

In order to implement these goals over 
forty-five short term goals were established 
related to the seven major categories. The 
educational staff in Billerica has been 
involved in implementing these goals 
through a series of steering committees, 
special study committees, and professional 
development committees. The strength of the 
goals lies in the joint commitment to improve 
the Billerica schools. It is this directed goal- 
oriented framework that will lead to 
continued sucess. 


Education in the 80’s and 90’s will require 
more than the basic curriculum for school 
children. Billerica’s Adult Education Program 
continues to flourish. Courses in interest aras 
and courses to improve skills for adults have 
been very well received. Pre-school 
programs for very young children are 
beginning to expand. After school programs 
for middle school students were instituted 
this year and plans to explore elementary 
after school programs are underway. 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
passed a comprehensive education bill 
commonly referred to as Chapter 188. 


Although it is premature to assess the overall 
effects of this piece of legislation, it is clear 
that one aspect of the legislation, School 
Improvement Councils, are producing a 
greater feeling of involvement by the 
community in the schools. Each school 
council is comprised of the principal, 
teachers, and community members. Their 
task is to explore ways to improve the basic 
programs offered within the school. 


In summary, through the resources 
provided by the Town of Billerica, through 
the interest expressed by the parents of the 
Town of Billerica, and through the efforts of 
the employees of the Billerica schools, the 
children of Billerica have grown and 
achieved. As Superintendent | like what | see, 
and with the cooperation of all, we can 
continue to see growth and achievement.

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GENERAL ANNOUNCEMENTS 


NO SCHOOL SIGNAL: 

When it becomes necessary to close schools 
or delay opening of schools because of inclement 
weather the announcements will be carried on 
WHDH, WBZ, WEEI, WMEX, WNAC, WRKO radio 
in Boston, WLLH, WCAP, radio locally, and 
Channel 5, WCVB, on television. These 
announcements will be made as soon as possible, 
but normally between the hours of 6:00 and 7:00 
A.M. Under no conditions should parents call the 
fire or police stations. This ties up the lines and 
could cause a serious problem in case of an 
emergency. 


Pupils are sometimes sent home early from 
school because of an emergency. Parents should 
make arrangements with friends or neighbors to 
take care of the children when they come home. 


ENTRANCE AGE: 

For admission to the Kindergarten in 
September 1985, a child must have been born on 
or before January 1, 1982. A birth certificate is 
required of all pupils unless their parents were 
residents of Billerica at the time of the child’s 
birth. Children entering the Kindergarten will be 
admitted only during the month of September.

In the 1960's officials in the State Department 
of Education realized that Vocational/Technical 
education was available only to those High 
School students who lived in one of the larger 
cities such as Boston, Lynn, Springfield, or 
Lowell. With the increasing number of people 
moving to the suburbs, it was apparent that the 
same educational opportunities be made 
available to the children who lived in the 
suburban areas of the state. As a result, 
Shawsheen Tech was one of 27 regional schools 
that were built at that time to serve the 
Vocational/Technical needs of the students. 
Shawsheen Tech, as a regional vocational/- 
technical school, serves five towns which include 
Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, Tewksbury, and 
Wilmington. The modern facility is located in 
Billerica consisting of 21 skill areas, 40 
classrooms, a gymnasium, swimming pool as 
well as athletic facilities for a number of different 
sports. 

The operation of the school is in accordance 
with the established guidelines set up by the 
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Department of Education, Division of 
Occupational Education which required that 50% 
of the time be spent in academic classrooms and 
the remainder in a shop area. In the academic 
area, students have an eight-period day without 
any study periods, which enables them to equate 
their studies to that of the local high school. 


PARENTS NIGHT 

Two parents nights were held for 8th grade 
students and their parents. Those living in 
Bedford and Burlington were invited to tour the 
building and listen to talks on the operation and 
objectives of Shawsheen Tech on January 10th. 
this was repeated for those living in Billerica, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington on January 16, 1985. 


ADULT EDUCATION 

Adult Education continues to be very much 
in demand in this area with some 19 programs in 
operation. In the fall of 1985, adult education 
programs enrolled 417 students. 


MAJOR PROJECTS 

1984-85 House Building Project was an 8- 
room garrison house constructed in Burlington. 

The 1985-86 House building Project will be 
constructed in Tewksbury and the owners have 
chosen a garrison type of home. 

Our students also continued to work on the 
renovation of the Buzzell School in Wilmington 
helping to convert the building into a senior 
citizen center, as well as some restoration work 
for the Tewksbury Fire Department, and some 
masonry work at Burlington High School. 

These projects give the construction trade 
students excellent experience in the actual 
building process. 


EVALUATION 

Shawsheen Tech operates under Chapter 74. 
An evaluation of the school was done this year by 
the Department of Education. This consisted of 
visiting teachers from other schools evaluating all 
shop programs at Shawsheen Tech. Atthis timea 
full report is forth coming from the Department of 
Education, but the initial reaction and comments 
from all evaluators were extremely positive and 
seemed quite pleased with the overall operation 
of the school. 


ACCREDITATION 

In accordance with the guidelines 
established by the Association of New England 
Schools and Colleges, an accreditation of our 
school is in the process. This is expected to be 
completed by the Spring of 1986. 


CO-OP PROGRAM 

This spring a report was received by Mr. Ken 
Faulkner our placement counselor that 167 
seniors were working on the CO-OP program in 
conjunction with Business and Industry. We feel 
this reflects our excellent placement record and 
enhances the reputation of our school by 
providing the type of training that both industry 
and business is expecting. Some of the local 
businesses that employ our students are 
Applicon, Burroughs, Cambridge Tool & Mfg. 
Company, Digital, General Electric, High Voltage 
Engineering, Houghton Mifflin, Iverson Ford, 
Raytheon, RCA, Sweetheart Plastics, Tech 
Welding, United Carr, Wang, as well as many 
other companies in the five district towns. 


STUDENT ACTIVITIES 

Many of our students participate in such 
activities as the Vocational Industrial Clubs of 
America (VICA). We were fortunate to have one of 
our students, Suzanne Ikels, win the Gold Medal 
at the nation-wide competition held in Phoenix, 
Arizona this past summer. Students also take part 
in the drama club, school newspaper, S.A.D.D. 
program as well as the many sports activities 
offered at the school. 


CRAFT ADVISORY COMMITTEES 

In order to keep up with the advances in 
business and industry, representatives from 
various Companies meet twice a year with our 
staff. The purpose of these meetings is to review 
the course of study and consider suggested 
improvements not only in the curriculum area but 
also the equipment. 


OPEN HOUSE 

Open house was held, May 9, with an 
excellent turnout. All shops were in operation, 
and teachers were all on hand to explain the skill 
training as well as the academic requirements of 
the school. 

Beginning this past November 14, Open 
House will be held in the fall of each year. This will 
give 8th graders and their parents an opportunity 
to visit the school and to see the various shops in 
operati6n. In addition, they will receive 
information regarding procedure for acceptance, 
requirements for graduation and extra-curricular 
activities. 
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JOB FAIR 

In order to assist not only students from 
Shawsheen Tech but seniors from the five local 
schools, a Job Fair was held on March 12, 1985 at 
the Shriner’s Auditorium. there were over 30 
company representatives on hand to discuss 
opportunities available in the job market at that 
time. It was encouraging to see over 800 students 
from this area attend the Job Fair in order to plan 
for their future. 


GRADUATION - CLASS OF ’85 

On Sunday, June 9, 1985 diplomas were 
awarded to 367 seniors. Graduation took place at 
the Shriners Auditorium with an estimated 4,000 
people in attendance. 

Scholarships were awarded to 55 students. It 
is interesting to note that 62 of these graduates 
have been accepted into either 2 or 4 year 
colleges. 


ENROLLMENT STATISTICS 

In accordance with the agreement between 
the five towns, the assessment of costs is based 
on the percentage of enrollment. The enrollment 
as of October 1, 1985 is as follows:
